very momentous occasion, and it gives us great pleasure to be able to publish two accounts of 
this trip of the voyageurs from this Hospital for Special Surgery. Dr. T. Campbell Thompéon 
pictures the lighter side of the trip, with the pleasures and the trials and tribulations of 
foreign travel, while Dr. James A. Nicholes interestingly describes the orthopedic meeting, the 
formal dinners, and the éducational sidetrips.

EUROPEAN VOYAGE 


This year Uncle Sam's Air Force came to the rescue and transported 3,699 pilgrims 
to Mecca — end were they grateful?

As the weather was perfect, the ark arrived after two or 
three weeks at twelve knots in spite of too much food, too cheap drinks (20¢per) and 
plumbing that is older than that at the Ruptured and Crippled.

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EUROPEAN VOYAGE -—Continued 


In an atmosphere of pomp and dignity that we are sure never has graced any previous 
orthopedic meeting to such a degree, the Joint Meeting of the British and American Ortho- 
pefiic Association officially began on Monday, June 30, 1952. 


The first day was marked by the procession of various dignitaries of English, 
Dominion and American orthopedics along with public officials. Queen Mother Elizabeth, 
making her first appearance since the death of her husband, gave an excellent speech on 
orthopedics and its significance to the common person. It was a truly inspiring ceremony 
and was one of the high spots of the Meeting. 


Tuesday, Wednesday and Thrusday were days taken up by the various meetings and 
private parties in the evening. Papers at the Meeting were very good. Of particular 
interest was the erudite and humorous presentation of "The man with three legs" - the 
sad story of a man who was a hermit because he had three legs and who, after having the 
extra leg amputated, went back to his previous life and died a few months later. One of 
the finest papers, filled with humorous barbs, was by Dr. Cobb. 


On Wednesday night a special ballet performance was held at the famous London Covent 
Garden. "Sleeping Beauty" was performed and Margot Grahame was supposed to have performed 
but unfortunately twisted her ankle in the afternoon and she had to refrain from the 
evening act. The evening was of particular beauty because everyone came dressed formally 
- and the audience of doctors and guests cheered the substitute lead vigorously - rooting 
for the underdog in every sense, and she did nobly. 


Thursday night was characterized by a dinner attended by 800 people. The job of 
seating this group was a heroic one, and one which was accomplished very well. English 
dinners made up in spirit and good fellowship what obviously was lacking in food. There 
is no doubt about it, the Englisn feel this world situation by pinching pennies and by a 
shortage of certain foods which in America are taken for granted, - particularly meat. 
However, getting back to the dinner, the privilege of hearing two of the most wonderful 
short speeches I have ever heard, far overshadowed all else. The toast to the English 
language and the answer by Lord Birkett was a classical memory. The beauty of the Inglish 
language, and its living evolving process was presented in a most memorable way. 


Friday evening, July 4th, was highlighted by a baBl at Hurlingham Club, supplemented 
by fireworks. Here, delicious food was present in every form and in great abundance, 
buffet style. A firework display of excellent quality and finally a dance under a large 
canvas highlighted by the appearance of Noel Coward and Mary Martin. They brought the 
house down. 


Other high spots included a visit to Oxford and Wingfield Memorial Hospital. Here 
the greats such as Dame Agnes Hunt, Girdlestone, and Lord Nuffield were made to relive, by 
Professor Trueta, in a wonderful resume of the grand history of this hospital. The one 
story, sprawling, open-air hospital and the Royal Orthopedic Hospital at Starmore showed 
that English Orthopedics is of a very high grade, in every aspect.
